The statement of cur Tallahassee cor- 
respondent telegraphed on Saturday 
night, to the effect that Governor 
Stearus, of Florida, had given up his 
intention of canvassing the electoral re- 
turns of that state, and added that the 
returning board itself would begin that 
work yesterday.

TH WAR REPORT. 


The annual report of the general of 
the army has been given to the public. 
It shows that the actual combatant 
force of the army, officers and men, is 
25,331. On paper the army is com- 
posed of 26,420 men, who are com- 
manded by 2,151 officers, or one officer 
to about twelve privates. The follow-

INTERNAL REVENUGZ. 


The forthcom‘ng report of the com- 
missioner of internal revenue puts the 
receipts from that source for the past 
fiscal year at $110,001,138 60. Of this 
iminense sum, gathered from every 
state and territory, Lilinois paid in the 
largest amount, $23,699.132. Her corn 
whisky contr.!»uted handsomely to the 


general purse in spite of the unusual 
crop of Babcocks in that section. The 
smallest amount came from Dakota ter- 
ritory, $12,156. Ohio contributed in 
round numbers sixteen and half mil- 
lions; New York, fourteen millions; 
Kentucky and Virginia, seven millions 
each; Indianaj and Pennsylvania five 
millions each; New Jersey, Wisconsin, 
California and Missouri, three millions 
each; Massachusetts, Maryland and 
Michigan, two millions each; North 
Carolina, one million and a 
half, and Iowa one million and a 
quarter, No other state contributed 
$600,000. Georgia’s quota was $362,538; 
Alabama’s, $96,968; South Carolina’s, 
$105,565; Florida’s, $176,851, and Ten- 
nessee’s, $591,882. The smallest amount 
collected from a state came from Ver- 
mont, $47,050. Even distant sparsely- 
settled Oregon paid $48,446. Loyalty 
in Vermont does not lead to tax-paying 
to any great extent, nor does it preclude 
smuggling by the wholesale irom over 
the Uanadian line. 

The toregoing figures do not include 
the receipts from the sale of adhesive 
stamps, fines, penalties, etc. The ag- 
gregate receipts for the fiscal year were 
$117,236,625, an increase over the pre- 
ceeding year of $6,691,471. The re- 
ceipts were made up from the following 
sources :

Tax was paid upon fewer cigars but 
upon an increased number ef ciga- 
rettes.

107,064,061 pounds of to- 
bacco, exclusive of snuff, were duly 
taxed—a decrease of 9,037,345 pounds. 
Taxes were vaid during the year on

“Your petitioners show that they claim as ene 
of their rights aud privileges to be exempt from 
street tax or duty or road duty, it being one of 
the privileges granted by the laws of the state. 
Your petitioners are aware that the question of 
their liability was submitted to the city attor- 
ney,anud he reported that they were subject. 
This report was adopted by this body. But dis- 
claiming any intention to reflect upon such 
report or its adoption, your petitioners have 
procured the written opivions of several able 
and learned attorneys of the city upon the 
su.ject, copies of which are hereto annexed, 
aud two which leave of reference is prayed, and 
the cenclusions reached by them upon the 
liability of your petitioners to street duty or 
tax have been the opposite of those of the city 
attorney. They were requested to examine the 
subject carefully, and their opinions hereto 
attached are the result of careful examination 
and study.”’ 

Capt. John Milledge addressed the council in 
behalf of the volunteer companies of the cily, 
asking that the action of council in ordering the 
collection of a tax from thém be suspended for 
the present. Capt. Milledge contnded that 
when the members of the companies joined 
their respective companies they did so uuder 
the impression and belief that they would be 
exempt from road duty, believing that section 
610 cf the Code was the law. This question isa 
vital one te the volunteer force of Georgia, for 
if the tax be sustained it wil strip 
the state of its whole voluateer force. 
Let the matter rest until the legislature can act 
in the maiter and give their interpretation and 
construchnon of Section 610 of the Code of 
Georxia. 

Uaptain R J. Lowry said that he took no 
stock in the law. His company was organized 
in .873, and oneof the inceutives to joining it 
was the belief that they were exempt trom 10ad 
duty. It would be detrimental to the interests 
of the companies to collect the taxes now. If 
the Councli cvuid conscieaotiously pass it for 
the present, he trusted they would doso. They 
had uot collected any tax for three years, and 
ihe companies are now worse off than ever. 
There used to be some enthusiasm among 
them, but there is littie now. There is but 
little to euthuse them. It costs each member of 
the companies at least $50 per annum. He 
didn’t take stock in the legality of the tax, but 
he insisted that as they bad not collected it for 
three years, they should not coilect it now. 
The cumpanies were worth somethiug to the 
city. 

City Attorney Newman stated that in- 
Vestigation since his report strengthened 
his opiuion. The exemption of the voluntary 
military companies of the state was not a 
special exemption, tor it was a general law. The 
law said, ‘all maie inhabitants between the 
eges of 16 and 60,"’ except certain classes named. 
Since then special acte have been passed ex- 
empting companies in Styauaah and Augusta- 

Councilman Flynn was a soidier once himself 
and knew that they had to go to great expense. 
They luse a great deal of time. To exempt them 
was justandright. He favored suspending the 
tax 

Councilman Chamberlin said that most of the 
young meu belonging to these companies had 
invested their surplus cash in an outfit. We 
may need their services, and he favored sus- 
pending the collection of the tax. 

Aiderman Maddox said he liked to see the 
jom panies prosper, but ihe city needed money, 
and needed itbad. Every one is interested in 
keepi gupthestre ts. He was willing torelease 
them from the costs. He himself belonged to a 
military company all his life when a young 
man. 

Councilman Goodwin was in favor of sus- 
pending the collection of, he tax for the present. 
Councilman Fiynn said that of the 200 mem- 
bers of the battalion about 100 were members 
of fire companies and exempt from that cause. 
Councilman Chamberlaio said that there were 
not over 100 men in the battalion that were not 
exempted from other causes. 
Councilman Richardson was pleased for one 
time to agree with Councilman Flynn. These 
volunteer companies ought to be encouraged. 
C.uncilman Beattie thought the volunteer 
companies could afford to pay the tax now, 28 
they had been exempted for three years. They 
ought to be willing to pay tax once in three or 
four years. It was said that the companies were 
about played out. The best way to resuscitate 
them was to collect the street tax and let them 
apply to the legislature for exemption h areafter. 
Aiderman Maddox—This is tae-last you wil) 
get out of them. The city is pressed now to 
meet its obligations. 
Councilman Beattie, that there was between 
509 and 600 young men on good salaries in these 
companies who were as able to pay the street 
tax ashalf our tax payers. 
Councilman Chamberlin offered the follow- 
ing:

cWade as Kip Vaa Winkle. 

DeGive’s last night was filled with a 
very large and appreciative audience. Mr. 
McWade’s adaptation is an improvement on the 
Rip Van Winkie of Boucicault, for the simple 
reason that it adheres more closely to the le- 
gend. Irving deals chiefly in description, and 
hence the adapter is compelled to furnish the 
dialogue ecessary to the situation and pecu- 
liarities the characters. Save Vedder, there] ;. 
whnoinci cptal character named, and only a 
few sayings put into the mouth of Rip Van 
Winkie, The dramatist is therefore compelied 
to create characters, language and scene. He 
can only follow Irving so tar as to give the audi- 
tor a proper idea of that most imprubable of all 
things, a drunken, pipe smoking Duvchman, 
sleeping for twenty years in the Kaatskilis, snd 
returning to his native village to find everything 
changed, and to be told by his daughter that 
her mother “died in consequence of bursting a 
blood vessel while cursinz a Yankee peddler.” 
In Mr McWade’s adaptation the original two-act 
drama is partially rearranged so as to retain a 
few of the essential lines, but the plot from its 
incipiency toits culmination is the ida of 
the personatir, drawn from the legend 
and fo lowing ithe landmarks of Irving with 
great fidelity. Itis more wholesome as a do- 
metic drama than either Hackett’s or Bouci- 
cault’s version. For instance, McWade does 
not allow Rip Van Winkle’s wife to live and 
marry the man who was the cause of his ruin, 
moraland domesti¢; Ripis not allowed to re- 
turn to rink, the curse of his earlier life; he is 
not permitted to lie to children. 
McWade’s dialect is pure, his Manner easy, 
and in the highest sense artistic. His costume 
is characteristic, his standard was different 
from Jefferson. his easy going, reckless man- 
ner, all indicate he worthless boor and sot,who 
was the butt of the village of Falling Waters, 
That McWade hes made the most out of this 
dramatization is apparent The various points, 
from the time when Rip is driven out by the ua- 
relenting vixen Eda, in a pitiless storm, taking a 
fond farewell of Steenie, to the time when he 
comes back after the long sleep in 
the Kaatskille, recognizes Steenie, asks for 
Eda, prays to heaven that he may join ber soon
